Response to Arguments 



2. Applicant's arguments filed on 5/1 5/07 have been fully considered and are 
persuasive. 



4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 1- 69 are allowed. 

Applicant's arguments see page 14, of the remarks filed on 5/15/07. The prior art 
of record Tanaka (US.5,940,532) describes dictionaries for use in determining if 
recognition is correct. A dictionary is not a confirmed symbol recognition source but is a 
database of characters against which the recognized symbol is compared. There is no 
teaching in Tanaka of "a confirmed symbol recognition source operates in conjunction 
with both the pre-processor and the post-processor". The prior art of record Piatt (US. 
5,812,698) discloses handwriting recognition system and method. Piatt fails to teach "a 
confirmed symbol recognition source operates in conjunction with both the pre- 
processor and the post-processor", Friend et al M (US. 5,455, 901) discloses an input 
device which is related to the field of handwritten data entry in computer system and it

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ability to translate original handwritten strokes of ink or blocks of ink into machine- 
readable words or characters for display. Friend fails to teach "a confirmed symbol 
recognition source operates in conjunction with both the pre-processor and the post- 
processor", as commonly included in each of the independent claims, the prior art of 
record fails to teach either singularly or in combination, fails to anticipate or render the 
above limitations obvious.
